Late arrival fails 
to damper Shriver's 
campaign enthusiasm 


TEXARKANA, Tex. (AP) - 


Arriving in Texarkana about 
two and one-half hours behind 
schedule, Democratic vice pres- 
idential nominee R. Sargent 
auriyer said Wednesday night 
that he and his presidential 
running mate, Sen. George 
McGovern, are closing the gap 
between them and their Re- 
publican opponents. 


Various polls have indicated 


that 
tto 
McGovern-airiver 


ticket trails President Richard 
M. Nixon and Vice President 
Sfciro Agnew by wide margins 
in most of the country, he 
noted. 


"We started behind," Shriver 


said. "McGovern has always 
started behind but we're get- 
ting up there close. We're gain- 
ing every day and Nixon is los- 
ing ever day. 


"All we need is enough days 


and we can win." 


Shriver had been scheduled 


to speak at a rally in front of 
Texarkana's federal biuilding, 
which straddles the Texas-Ar- 
kansas line, but his plane was 
delayed at Brownsville, Tex., 
where a Mexican pilot who 
spoke no English lost his way 
in heavy clouds around the air- 
port there. 


The pilot, Qying alone, finally 


landed safely after airport offi- 
cials located a person who 


spoke Spanish to relay landing 
instructions to him. Shriver's 
plane then was able to take off 
for Texarkana.

Arkansas Legislative Council 
was told Wednesday that unless 
the stole increases aid to local 
governments, cities and coun- 
ties would have to curtail serv- 
ices and in some cases face 
bankruptcy.

June when five men, including 
a former member of the secur- 
ity staff of Nixon's campaign 
committee, were caught trying 
to break into headquarters of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee in Washington with elec- 
tronic eavesdropping equip- 
ment.

ASC nomination deadline 
is Friday, few sign up 


Not enough nominations have yet been 


received at the Hempstead County 
Agricultural Stabilisation and Con- 
servation Service (ASCS) Office for ASC 
community committee seats, reports 
Ralph Montgomery, ASC Committee 
Chairman. Hempstead County has five 
communities with each community 
electing three community committee 
representatives 
on December 1, 1972. 


"If no more nominating petitions are 


received by Friday, each ASC Com- 
munity Committee will have to jelect the 
rest 
of six nominees itself," Mon- 


tgomery said. Regulations required at 
least six nominees for each ASC com- 
munity committee election. 


According to the County ASC com- 


mittee 
chairman, 
procedure 
for 


nomination is not complicated. Can- 
didates are nominated by petition. Each 
petition must be signed by at least three 
eligible voters in the community. The 
petition may be on any sheet of paper. 
No special forms is required, but the 
petition must include a statement that 
the candidate will serve if elected. 
Eligible farmers may sign as many 
petitions as they wish. 


Most fanners are eligible for election 


to ASC committees. To qualify as a 
candidate, a nominee must be under 70 
years of age, have fanning interests in 
the community 
in which he is 


nominated, and be eligible to participate 
in ASCS programs. 


This 
includes 
producers, 


sharecroppers, and tenants, Whether 
selected by the committee or petitioned 
by his neighbors, each nominee must 
agree to serve in the office to which he is 
elected. All petitions nominations will be 
reviewed to determine the validity of 
each. 


If less than six candidates are 


nominated by petition the ASC com- 
munity committee will complete the 
slate of six nominees and send the 
completed slate to the County ASCS 
Office by October 27, 1972. 


All eligible nominees will receive 


letters from the County ASC Committee 
containing a description of a com- 
mitteeman's responsibilities. Can- 
didates declared ineligible will also 
receive letters indicating why their 
nominations were rejected. They may 
appeal the decision within IS days. 


Nixon-McG debate planned-nans Nixon

Hsien-wu told the General As- 
sembly's economic committee 
Wednesday that a proposed en- 
vironment secretariat, to serv- 
ice a world fight on pollution, 
"should be established in one of 
the developing countries in 
Asia, Africa or Latin Amer- 
ica." 


Nairobi, Kenya, and New 


Delhi are already in the run- 
ning to become home to the 
secretariat, along with New 
York, Geneva, London, Vienna, 
Monaco, Valletta, Malta and 
Nicosia. 


"In our opinion," Chang de- 


clared, "the United Nations 
specialized agencies are now 
g e o g r a p h i c a l l y 
o v e r - 


concentrated in the 
United 


States and Europe, without ade- 
quate consideration of the 
needs of the developing coun- 
tries and the Asian. African 
and Latin American regions." 


The environment secretariat 


is part of the permanent ma- 
chinery recommended by the 
U.X. Conference on the Human 
Environment in Stockholm last 
June. 


The secretariat in us first 


year will have an operating 
budget of $1.322.600. drawn 
from U.N. funds. In addition, it 
will play a large role in the 
spending of a $100 million vo- 
luntary environmental aid fund, 
to be spread over five years. 
This will bring financial benefit 
'.o the continent where the sec- 
retariat was located. 


Chang spoke on the same day 


when, a year earlier, the as- 
sembly voted ihe People's Re- 
pub'u 01' China into the United 
Nations and ousted "represen- 
tatives of Chiang Kai-shek" — 
the Nationalist government on 
Taiw un. 


When the Chinese Commu- 


nists took their seats in the as- 
sembly the following Nov. 15, 
Deputy Foreign Minister Chiao 
Kuan-hua declared, "China be- 
long to the Third World." He 
spoke against "the power poli- 
tics and hegemony of big pow- 
ers bullying small ones." 


In a similar vein, Chang told 


the economic committee Wed- 
nesday that in some areas, "it 


is the policies of plunder, ag- 
gression and war wantonly pur- 
sued by the superpowers that 
have directly caused serious 
damage to the human environ- 
ment." 


He said that in other areas, 


the trouble was that "monopoly 
capitalist groups, with a view 
to seeking hugh profits, will 
fully discharge harmful sub- 
stances."

—Sen. McGovern said "the 


chain of scandal and corruption 
runs to the very heart of Mr 
Nixon's White House oper- 
ation." 


McGovern, in his televised 


statement, also said: "The men 
who have collected millions in 
secret money, who have passed 
out special favors, who have or- 
dered political sabotage, who 
have invaded our offices in the 
dead of night—all of these men 
work for Mr. Nixon." 


Nixon said in his radio broad-, 


cast'that neighborhood schools 
are "the focal point of commu- 
nity development" and de- 
clared: "No one profits by the 
resentment that is generated 
when whole school systems are 
disrupted by the forced busing 
of school children away from 
their neighborhoods."

Learning begins at home 
PAR harnesses parent power

NEW YORK - <NEA) - 


It's raining. The mailbox of- 
fers no diversions — just 
junk mail and bills. The 
housework is done. You've 
read every book you own 
barring me dictionary. On 
television there's dullsville, 
channel after channel. The 
kids are bored indoors. And 
your parental halo shortly 
becomes a perfect square, 
the corners sharpened with 
each cry of "MA, there's 
nothing to Do!" 


Faced with this problem 


themselves a team of three 
teachers and one 
social 


worker (all mothers) used 
their free time to devise a 
workshop training program 
for parents and children, 
with accompanying written 
materials, that will establish 
.creativity in a child and re- 
store the sweetness and light 
to mom's disposition not 
just on rainy days but on all 
days. 


The program started by 


these four Chicago mothers 
as a kitchen-table project is 
now a full-time job for them. 
And their booklets of "Reci- 
pes for Fun," strengthen 
the role of the parent as the 
prime resource in the child's 
early development. 


PAR 
(Parents As 
Re- 


source) has now sold over 
20,000 copies of the activity 
booklet to Head Start day- 
care homes and centers and 
universities and has received 
numerous requests for the 
booklet from HEW in Wash- 
ington. Their new booklet, 
"More Recipes for Fun," 
aimed at ages 3 to 11, has 
just been released. 


The four women, Ann Cole, 


Carolyn Haas, Elizabeth Hel- 
ler and Betty Weinberger, 
believe that the first six 
years are the most im- 
portant ones in establishing 
the child's potential intelli- 
gence, creativity and aware- 
ness of his world. 


"Parents play a key role 


in the child's early learning 
process," said Carolyn Haas. 
''A close parent-child rela- 
tionship is of primary im- 
portance. But parents need

support and encouragement 
as well as tangible materials 
to assume that role with con- 
fidence." 


The PAR founders say that 


many parents underestimate 
their own creativity and the 
impact that home-centered 
learning experiences can 
have on a child's future atti- 
tude toward learning. 


"We surveyed the activity 


booklets available to par- 
ents," Ann Cole said, 'and 
discovered t h a t although 
some were excellent many 
were too wordy, too compli- 
cated and too expensive. 


"The 
need for a simple 


handbook was evident — one 
focusing on easy home proj- 
ects requiring minimal prep- 
aration and 'saved' rather 
than 'purchased' materials. 


B e t t y Weinberger re- 


marked that they were often 
asked how four women could 
collaborate for such a long 
time successfully. 


The PAR founders have 


held their workshops for over 
two years now, carting 
boxes, cans, twigs, macaroni 


Streamling simplifies 
school lunch system 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 
Youngsters must be fed. 


That's the philosophy behind 
the National School Lunch 
Program. But to serve a 
Grade A hot lunch, one that 
is nutritionally adequate, kit- 
chen equipment is needed. 
Many schools, particularly in 
older buildings, have no such 
facilities. 


"But today, things are dif- 


ferent. The new airline 
lunches have solved that 
problem. No matter what the 
school's condition is, with a 
little wiring and a little 
imagination, you can put the 
frozen hot lunches into any 
school. With Department of 
Agriculture support and this 
new system, there is no rea- 
son any school can't have 
hot lunches," says Thomas 
Carroll, school service direc- 
tor of Bridgeport, Conn. 


As to the system, the origi- 


nal problem was to design 
equipment and a package 
for the frozen hot lunch. It 
must be low cost, easy to 
handle, and meet the ap- 
proval of the National School 
Lunch Program. The basis 
used was the way airlines 
store and serve meals for 
120 persons in a tiny galley 
on an airplane. 


In Bridgeport, one of the 


first to experiment, every 
school day the city's trucks 
deliver each school's meals 
for the following day. A meal 
consists of a hot pack (en- 
tree) and a cold pack (bread, 
butter, dessert and utensils.) 
These are kept frozen at the 
school after delivery. 


About Hi h o u r s before 


lunch, baskets of them are 
wheeled into the electric con- 
vector oven and are piping 
hot in about 30 minutes. 
Each child then picks up his 
packs and milk. He eats. He 
throws away the tray. 


The system is relatively 


n e w and several school 
boards are experimenting 
with it. Newark, N.J., one 
of the largest school systems 
in the east, uses frozen pre- 
packaged meals in several 
schools, some of which have 
no equipment at all. 


In Buffalo, N.Y., 52 of 90 


schools are using a similar 
system. They like it because 
they have many situations 
where there is literally no 
space. Not even a closet. A 
convector oven can be placed 


right in the classroom. 


New York City's school 


food department is still ex- 
perimenting with frozen 
meals, trying products of 
various companies. 


In Philadelphia, the Cardi- 


nal's Commission on Human 
Relations is planning to use 
the frozen hot lunches in 
their parochial schools. It 
has been established that 
youngsters l i k e the lun- 
cheons and eat more than 
they do of a locally prepared 
meal. 


(for jewelry) and other use- 
ful oddments to parent 
groups, educational meet- 
ings, settlement and day- 
care homes and hospitals to 
use in teaching school-parent 
groups. And they have 
worked closely together in 
their "recipes." 


"Our 
'think' sessions," 


Betty sat), "usually reflect

greatly itrengthcn our ef- 
forts. Each decision is a 
synthesis of different train- 
ing and orientation. The re- 
sult is a far richer fabric 
than any of us could produce 
alone." 


They are constantly gener- 


ating new recipes for work- 
shops. Where do they get 
their ideas? One came from 
their own childhood play, 
some from their children, 
other teachers, other activity 
books. And many, they ad- 
mit, 
they just dream up 


when the need arises. 


Liz Heller, artist for the 


project, is delighted with the 
whole program. "PAR gives 
me a chance to get away 
from home and my own two 
small boys," she cheerfully 
admitted. "Artwork takes 
concentration. So I particu- 
larly look forward to the 
drawing board in our new of- 
fice as a quiet place to 
work." 


Every day is a new adven- 


ture for these four mothers. 


They find themselves rush- 
ing to the typewriter or to 
the mailbox to see the post- 
marks on their mail. Irs an 
exciting combination of 
writing, publishing, teaching 
and consulting which has 
grown from a kitchen table 
to their own office which just 
was opened this past Aug. 1. 


"We want to continue to 


meet a need and reach par- 
ents of all ages and levels of 
income, education and abili- 
ty," Ann Cole said. "We hope 
eventually to set up a chain 
reaction of parent-teaching- 
parent at home in small 
kitchen workshops to devel- 
op the creative role of the 
parent as the child's first 
teacher."

NEW YORK <ED) — In the 
M»t few years, bedrooms have 
become • focal point in home 
decoration, due to the advent of 
the popular priced bedspread en- 
semble. Ready-made bedspreads 
come in two general types. First, 
the tailored ensemble, which hai 
draperies and other accessories 
to match a quilted spread. Sec- 
ond, the flat or non-quilted bed- 
spread that is usually found in 
the domestics department. 


The quilt filling can .be poly- 
ester (Fortrel staple for ex- 
ample) or acetate staple (Cela- 
cloud). Read the care instruc- 
tions to ascertain whether the 
spread is washable. There are 
four main styles in quilted bed- 
spreads: 
Throw style h«dsprea<2» are 


recognized by their rounded bell 
corners on either the front two 
corners or all four corners (for 
studio type usage). 
Fitted bedspreads are tailored 


to fit the shape of the bed. These 
spreads may have inverted pleat 
corners, bell corners, or be simu- 
lated 
coverlet 
spreads. 
This 


means that the top of the spread 
continues down to the depth of 
the matuess as a fitted cap with 
an attached skirt either pleated 
or shirred. 
Coverlets are modifications of 


the throw style. They come to 
just below the mattress with a 
separate dust ruffle placed on the 
bed between the mattress and 
the spring. 
Comforters serve both a dec- 


orative and functional purpose. 
They're used casually at the foot 
of the ucd for ft decorative -ffect 
and as a throw /or added 
comfort.

Psychiatrists have 
a medical degree 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


always thought the differ- 
ence between a psychologist 
and a psychiatrist was the 
latter having a medical de- 
gree. Why, if people have 
problems, do they not gen- 
erally see a psychologist 
rather than a psychiatrist? 


Dear Reader—A psychia- 


trist is a physician who has 
completed college, medical 
school, and usually an in- 
ternship before his specialty 
training in psychiatry. This 
means he should be able to 
practice general medicine if 
he chose to do so as is the 
case with other specialists. 
His psychiatric training may 
then go into further speciali- 
zation including analytical 
psychiatry or child psychia- 
try as two examples. 


Psychologists usually have 


a Ph.D., meaning they have 
graduated from college and 
then taken additional gradu- 
ate training in their field, 
but have not attended medi- 
cal school. This means they 
could not practice general 
medicine. They might know 
a great deal about the psy- 
chodynamics of an individu- 
al, but they would not be ex- 
pected to know the details of 
diagnosing digestive disor- 
ders, nor would they be li- 
censed to treat such things 
as a peptic ulcer or hepati- 
tis. There are several types 
of psychologists. Some are 
experimental psychologists 
who sometimes deal with 
problems q u i t e removed 
from the practice of medi- 
cine. 


Many good psychologists 


w o r k in conjunction with 
psychiatrists 
administering 


complex psychological tests 
and providing psychological 
counseling for people who do 
have psychological p r o b - 
lems Sometimes physicians 
refer patients to psycholo- 
gists for additional h e l p 
when that is the main piub- 
lem involved. 


Psychologists n e v e r be- 


come analysts in the sense 


that a psychiatrist may, 
since psychoanalysis isn't 
the m a i n thrust of their 
training or the application of 
their skills. In general I 
think it a mistake to adopt 
an attitude of either psy- 
c h i a t r i s t or psychologist. 
Both of these disciplines per- 
form a very useful function. 
Psychologists are particular- 
ly useful in school situations 
(including the psychology of 
learning) and organizational 
structures where human be- 
havior factors are important, 
even though the individuals 
involved may not be dis- 
turbed or having any psy- 
chiatric illness. On the other 
hand a person with schizo- 
phrenic psychosis 
for ex- 


ample needs treatment with 
a full complement of serv- 
ices usually including the ad- 
ministration 
of 
medicines 


which cannot be prescribed 
by a psychologist since they 
must be prescribed by a 
physician. In my experience, 
psychiatrists and psycholog- 
ists work well together in a 
team effort.

Dear Reader — Skin can- 


cers, if detected and treated 
earlij. can be cured com- 
pletely. Depending on their 
nature, they can either be 
cut out removing the entire 
cancer with a small incision 
for sir all cancers (the scar 
is u s u a l l y inconspicuous 
there?''.or i or more super- 
ficial ones can be removed 
with 
chemical substances 


that burn or destroy the can- 
cer cells on the surface of 
the skin.

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Battle far Senate control Is a tight one 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


publican and 
Democratic 


strategists agree that the battle 
for Senate control in the 93rd 
Congress is a tight one with the 
outcome in some doubt in 19 of 
the 33 races to be decided Nov. 
7. 


Sen. Ernest F. Boilings, D.- 


S.C., chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Senate Campaign Com- 
mittee, says he is more opti- 
mistic about the close races 
than he was two months ago 
and is confident his party will 
remain on top in the Senate. 


Sen. Peter H. Dominick, R- 


Colo., head of the counterpart 
Republican groups, insists the 
GOP has the best chance in 18 
years to capture the Senate. 


The arithmetic seems to fa- 


vor the Democrats because 
they have a 10-member margin 
now and have only 14 seats at 
stake this fall as against 19 for 
the Republicans. 


This means the GOP would 


have to win 24 contests, for a 
net grain of five, to take Senate 


control. The dominant party 
holds all committee chairman- 
ships and governs the flow of 
legislation. 


The present lineup is 54 


Democrats and 44 Republicans, 
plus one member of the New 
York 
Conservative 
Party, 


James L. Buckley, who voted 
with the GOP on organization 
of the Senate last year, and a 
Virginia independent, Harry F. 
Byrd Jr., who sided with the 
Democrats on Senate control. 


If Republicans should gain 


five aeats, there would be a tie 
which the successful candidate 
for vice president could break 
in favor of his party. 


Campaign strategists cite 10 


Democratic seats which could 
be lost to Republicans, and nine 
GOP places which seem to be 
up for grabs. 


Republicans say they expect 


their Senate contenders to ride 
in on President Nixon's coat- 
tails in many of the states. 


Several 
Democratic 
con- 


tenders are tacitly conceding 


the thrust of this argument by 
taking steps to keep the presi- 
dential 
campaign 
of 
Sen. 


George McGovem at arm's 
length from their efforts. 


Republican strategists zero in 


on four contests where they see 
the best chances of taking over 
Democratic seats. 


In three of these, the in- 


cumbent is not running for re- 
election. They are: 


New M»xico—where veteran 


Sen. Clinton P. Anderson is re- 
tiring. Vying for the seat are 
Democrat Jack Daniels, a 
banker and insurance execu- 
tive, and Republican Pete V. 
Domenici, an attorney. 


Oklahoma—where Sen. Fred 


R. Harris decided not to seek 
re-election. 
The Republican 


nominee is Dewey F. Bartlett, 
a former governor. His oppo- 
nent is Rep. Ed Edmondson, a 
10-term congressman. 


Georgia—where Sen. David 


H. Gambrell was defeated in 
the primary. Rep. Fletcher 
Thompson is the Republican 


nominee. He is opposed by 
State Rep. Sam Nunn. 


The fourth contest where the 


Republicans have high hopes is 
in Rhode Island, where Demo- 
cratic Sen. Claiborne Pell is 
trying for a third term against 
the challenge of John H. 
Chafee, ex-governor and former 
Secretary of the Navy. 


The Democrats also cite four 


GOP seats which they consider 
ripe for plucking and, again, 
three involve races where the 
incumbent is leaving the Sen- 
ate. They are: 


South Dakota—where Sen. 


Karl E. Mundt is retiring after 
being incapacitated for three 
years with a stroke. Democrat- 
ic Rep. James Aboureik is run- 
ning against State Sen. Robert 
Hirsch. 


Kentucky—where Sen. John 


S. Cooper is retiring. State Sen. 
Walter Huddleston is the Demo- 
cratic nominee; his opponent is 
former Gov. Louie B. Nunn. 


Idaho—where Sen. ten B. 


Jordan is leaving. William E. 


Davis, on leave as president of 
Idaho State University, hoktt 
the Democratic nomination; he 
is opposed by Rep. Jamw A. 
McClure. 


The fourth state listed hy the 


Democrats as offering good 
prospects for an overturn if 
Texas. Republican Sen. John O. 
Tower, is trying for • third 
term; his opponent is Djrefoot 
Sanders, a former assistant at- 
torney general and^ Wjrtte 
House aide under President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 


Republicans say they atoo 


have good prospect! in three 
other Southern states—Ala- 
bama, where Democratic Sen. 
John Sparkman is challenged 
by Winton M. Blount, former 
postmaster general under Nix- 
on; Virginia, where Sen. WU- 
liam B. Spong, Jr., is opposed 
by Rep. William L. Scott; and 
North Carolina, where Sen. B. 
Everett Jordan lost in the 
Democratic primary to Rep. 
Nick GailifianaUs who new 
faces Jesse Helms, a television 
broadcaster.

Waiting In the wings

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 


— Gov. George C. Wallace, who 
wanted the Job himself, is 
caught in the middte in the 
presidential election. He has 
not endorsed any candidate nor 
Is he likely to now. The risk of 
political retribution Is too 
great. 


So Wallace is waiting it out, 


perhaps to run again himself in 
1976 as he has said he may do 
if his health permits. 


Wallace campaigned for the 


Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation until he was wounded 
May 15 at Laurel, Md., In an 
assassination attempt which 
left him paralysed in the legs. 


His disagreement with Sen. 


George McGovern over such Is- 
sues as school busing and the 
war in Vietnam, and his oft-ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
Democratic party 
platform 


made it all but impossible from 
the outset for Wallace to sup- 
port McGovern as the presiden- 
tial nominee. 


It became obvious, oo, that 


McGovern has little chance, if 
any, to carry Alabama. Even if 
the governor wanted to endorse 
him for the sake of party loyal- 


ty, it would invite reprisals 
from disgruntled voters if Wal- 
lace runs for office again in the 
state. 


And there is increasing evi- 


dence that he probably will 
seek a third term as governor 
in 1974. The state constitution 
allows him to do that now. 


Wallace has endorsed all 


Democrats running for congres- 
sional, state and local offices in 
Alabama, but he pointedly re- 
frained from asking the voters 
to support McGovern. To some, 
that omission was an implied 
invitation to vote for President 
Nixon. But the governor did not 
ask them to do so. 


An endorsement of a Republi- 


can president not only would 
Jeopardise Wallace's standing 
in the Democratic party nation- 
ally and weaken what chance 
he might have in 1976, but it 
could 
bring retribution 
at 


home, serious enough, perhaps, 
to disqualify him from running 
for governor as a Democrat. 


The state Democratic execu- 


tive committee, which runs the 
party at the state level, is 
strongly anti-Wallace, so much 


so that it handpicked party 
nominees for presidential elec- 
tor this year rather than take a 
chance on letting the governor 
use the party machinery in 
Alabama in another third-party 
race as he did in 1968. 


In that election, Wallace ran 


under the emblem of what is 
now the American party else- 
where but as a Democrat in his 
own state. 


The regular Democratic elec- 


tors chosen by the people were 
pledged to the governor instead 
of the national party ticket. 


The handpicked electors this 


year 
are 
committed 
to 


McGovern. 


The same state Democratic 


committee will make the rules 
in Alabama for the 1974 pri- 
mary and could reinstate an 
old loyalty oath to punish rebel- 
lious Democrats. 


That oath said, in essence, 


that no one could run in the 
party primary who had opposed 
the Democratic nominees in the 
last preceding election. If 
adopted for the 1974 primary, it 
would disqualify anyone who 
supported Nixon.

HONG KONG (AP) - This is 


North Vietnam's summary of 
the peace terms it says it and 
the United States agreed to: 


1. The United States will re- 


spect the independence, sover- 
eignty, 
unification 
and 


territorial integrity of Vietnam. 


2. The United States will atop 


all bombing of North Vietnam 
and all mining of North Vietna- 
mese waters. Twenty-four 
hours after the peace agree- 
ment is signed, a cease-fire will 
take effect in all of South Viet- 
nam. All American and allied 
troops will be withdrawn within 
60 days. 


3. After signing, steps will be 


taken for the immediate return 
of prisoners of war held by 
both sides. 


4. At cease-fire, the two 


present 
administrations 
in 


South Vietnam (the South 


Vietnamese government and 
the Viet Cong) will negotiate 
with each other to set up elec- 
tions for a national coalition 
government. The two adminis- 
trations will also negotiate with 
each other on disposition and 
reduction of the troops of each 
side. 


5. Unification of North and 


South Vietnam will be "realized 
gradually by peaceful means." 


6. An international committee 


on military control and super- 
vision will be formed and an in- 
ternational conference on Viet- 
nam will be called within 30 
days of the signing of the peace 
agreement. 


7. The sovereignty and neu- 


trality of Cambodia and Laos 
will be recognized by all par- 
ties in the Vietnam War. The 
United States will end all mili- 
tary activities in Laos and 


Cambodia, withdraw all troops 
and not reintroduce troops or 
weapons into Laos and Cam- 
bodia. 


8. Ending of the war will 


create conditions for estab- 
lishment of relations between 
the United States and North 
Vietnam under which the Un- 
ited States will contribute to re- 
construction in North Vietnam 


and throughout all Indochina. 


9. the peace agreement will 


take effect immediately upon 
being signed by the U.S. and 
North Vietnam.

MacDuff 
chucked his last heart on the 
fourth diamond. East was in 
no trouble. He never could 
stop anything but hearts, but 
West had to let a club go in 
order to hold the spade 
queen. 


What would MacDuff have 


done if East held the clubs 
and West the hearts? He 
would have been set because 
there would not have been 
any way to make 12 tricks.
